ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 13.—The 
official annuvuncement of the birth of 
an heir to the throne was first 
made in the following proclamation, 
issued by Emperor Nicholas at the 
Peterhof palace: 

“By the grace of God, we, Niche- 
las II, Emperor and Autocrat of ail 
the Russias, Czar of Poland, Grand 
Duke of Finland, etec., announce to 
all our faithful subjects that our 
dear wife, Empress Alexander Feo- 
dorovna, was safely delivered of our 
son, Alexis. 

“This joyous event is vouchsafed 
us and our kingdom by God as a 
blessing. 

Our prayers should be rendered to 
the most high for a continuance in 
growtl and health of this, our first 
born son, who is to be our heir and 
who ‘s committed to our care by 
God for the perpetuation of our 
great office in the state. 

“According to our manifesto issued 
July 2, 1899, we appointed our dear 
brother, Grand Duke Michael Alex- 
androvitch, as heir apparent until a 
son could be born to us. From the 
present day this title devolves upon 
our son Alexis, with the calling and 
titie of heir apparent and all rights 
attached thereto. 

“Given at Peterhof, the 13th day 
of July in the year of our Lord, 
19, and the tenth year of our 
reign. Signed with our own hand,

LORD CORNWALLIS IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


PERSECUTIONS AND SUFFERINGS OF THE PATRIOTS 


From a Letter Written by a Patriot 
sion of a St Louisan 


CAMDDBN, 8. C., Aug. 6, 1781.—No event for 
many months has so raised the drooping 
spirits of our patriots as the news of the 
departure of the army of Lord Cornwallis 
from Wilmington, N. C., towards Virginia. 
We had learned a short time since of the 
battle at Guilford Courthouse, in North 
Carolina, on March 15 of this year, in which 
the British under Cornwallis were so badly 
whipped by the combined forces of the 
Americans under Gen. Greene that they 
speedily hurried towards the seacoast, but 
so great is the terror that his cruel out- 
rages have spread over the entire state 
that we constantly feared he would bring 
hia retreating army back into South Caro- 
lina and, upon our well-nigh defenseless 
heads, wreak vengeance for his own losses. 

To one at a distance, it Is impossible to 
fittingly describe the cruelties inflicted 
upon our people by Lord Cornwallis him- 
self and by those under his guidance and 
control. In obedience to his cruel orders, 
the destruction of life and property has 
been fearful. He has issued proclamations 
and instructions which encouraged hostility 
towards every patriot; and under these in- 
structions his agents and the Tories com- 
mitted many crimes and Tarleton and his 
legions spread desolation “~and terror 
throughout tho state. A quartermaster of 
Tarleton’s command entered the house of 
our friend, Samuel Wylie, near this place, 
and cut him in pieces with his sword be- 
cause he had served as a volunteer in de- 
fense of Charleston. 

As the Presbyterians generally have sup- 
ported the American side, they have been 
specially singled out for persecution. The 
library and dwelling of a Presbyterian 
clergyman in the northern part of the 
state were recently burned, and throughout 
the state they burned every Bible in which 
was found the Scottish translation of the 
Psalms. 

Prisoners who had been paroled here were 
special subjects of persecution under the 
immediate observation of Cornwallis un- 
less they would exchange their paroles for 
Oaths of allegiance. An active officer was 
deputéd to visit every district in the state, 
and procure on the spot lists of the militia, 
so that any Carolinian thereafter taken in 
arms might be sentenced to death for de- 
sertion and “bearing arms against his 
country."’ Cornwallis never regarded a 
deserter, or anyone whom a court-martial 
had sentenced to death, as an object of 
mercy.

LORD CORNWALLIS IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


PERSECUTIONS AND SUFFERINGS OF THE PATRIOTS 


From a Letter Written by a Patriot 
sion of a St Louisan 


CAMDDBN, S. C.. Aug. 6, 1781.—No event for 
many months has so raised the drooping 
spirits of our patriots as the news of the 
departure of the army of Lord Cornwallis 
}from Wilmington, N. C., towards Virginia. 
We had learned a short time since of the 
battle at Guilford Courthouse, in North 
Carolina, on March 15 of this year, in which 
the British under Cornwallis were so badly 
whipped by the combined forces of the 
Americans under Gen. Greene that they 
speedily hurried towards the seacoast, but 
so great is the terror that his cruel out- 
rages have spread over the entire state 
that we constantly feared he would bring 
hia retreating army back into South Caro- 
lina and, upon our well-nigh defenseless 
heads, wreak vengeance for his own losses. 

To one at a distance, it Is impossible to 
fittingly describe the cruelties inflicted 
upon our people by Lord Cornwallis him- 
self and by those under his guidance and 
control. In obedience to his cruel orders, 
the destruction of life and property has 
been fearful. He has issued proclamations 
and inatructions which encouraged hostility 
towards every patriot; and under these in- 
structions his agents and the Tories com- 
mitted many crimes and Tarleton and his 
legions spread desolation “~and terror 
throughout the state. A quartermaster of 
Tarleton’s command entered the house of 
our friend, Samuel Wylie, near this place, 
and cut him in pieces with his sword be- 
cause he had served as a volunteer in de- 
fense of Charleston.

Teach 
them to ever so nobly love their land and 
its’ freedom imparting institutions, that, 
wherever they may be, consideration for 
her welfare and honor will always urge 
them to such untold heights of greatness 
that in the days to come it should again 
be said, “This and that man was born in 
her.”’

INSURANCE OF WAGE-EARNERS IN GERMANY. 


Their Trades and Assured 


An exhibit of considerable sociological 
and economic interest in the Palace of So- 
cial Economy at the World's Fair in 8t. 
Louis is the compilation of statistics show- 
ing the general prevalence of workmen's 
‘nsurance in Germany. 

This insurance is mainly of three forms 
—against illness, accident and the disability 
of old age. The number of those insured 
against illness amounted in 1901 to 10,319,544, 
of whom 2,099,000 were women. The great 
increase in this line of tnsurance is indi- 
cated by the fact that the number so in- 
sured in 188 was only 4,670,939. 

Those protected by the accident insur- 
ance include all workmen engaged in trade, 
building, navigation, etc., ag well as in 
agriculture and forestry, the list including 
clerks and ofticials with an annual income 
up to 5,000 marks ($750) and small employ- 
ers. The number of those thus insured 
amounted in 1992 to 17,582,000. The numMmber 
of those insured against accident has like- 
wise risen. It amounted to 3,000,000 in 1885, 
the first year of this insurance, and to 13,- 
$74,566 in 1889, when the agricultural acci- 
dent insurance came into force. 

Tv carry out the work of insurance 
against illness there existed in the empire 
in 1901 22,770 ‘“‘sick clubs,” with a total 
number of 10,319,564 members. Accident in- 
surance is maintained on a mutual basis, 
in which employers of similar or related 
trades co-operate. 

Concerned in this form of ingurance in 
1902 there were 66 industria) trades agsocia- 
tions, with 7,100,537 persons insured, and 48 
agricultural associations, with a list of 11,- 
189,071 policy holders,

URGE EXPLANATION 
OF INACTIVITY 


Democratic Campaign Managers Will 
Ask Why Fund for Running 
Down Trusts Is Not Spent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Democratic 
campaign managers will try to find out 
why the aotivity of the department of 
justice in running down trusts has ceased. 
The attorney-general will be asked why it 
is that practically no money has been 
spent in the last few months out of the 
appropriation of $600,000 made by Congress. 
The allegation is made that only $30,000 of 
the $300,000 has been expended, and the 
‘bulk of this was in connection with the 
Northern Securities case. 

Figures collected by the bureau of cor- 
porations of the department of commerce 
and labor adorn’ government schedules and 
reports that do not reach the eyes of the 
public. Democrats are seeking to find out 
what is to be done with this data, A 
strong point is to be made of othe fact 
that, although the bureau hes been in 
operation more than a year, apparentiy it 
has been of no benefit in the suppression 
of illegal combinations, Democrats are 
asking why information collected is not 
used to heip the department of justice to 
carry on prosecutions of illegal trusts. 

Democrats point out that at the time of 
the feverish appropriation of the $60,000 
Congress provided large galartes for addt- 
tional assistant attorney-generals. A year 
ago there were three such officlale. Con- 
gress increased the number three, and At- 
torney-General Knox appointed personal 
friends to two of the places. These places 
were created for lawyers who were to agsist 
in actions against trusts. Democrats want 
to know what these men are ing, as the 
routine of the department d@s not fur- 
nish them with sufficient work. In addi- 
tion provision was made for employes of 
lower grade to work On cases relating to 
trusts.

593,726 marks. To each 100 marks the em- 
ployers contributed 45.0 and the employ- 
ees 37.64, while 6.48 was derived from the 
state and 10.73 from interest and earnings. 
The expenses for that year were 424,172,015 
marks. An average daily benefit of more 
than one million marks was paid to per- 
sons insured. 


During 192 a total of 711,330 cases of ac- 
cident were indemnified. In that year there 
were 496,045 pensions for disability in force, 
this number increasing to 668,14 for the 
present year. The number of pensions for 
iliness in 194 was 14,186 and for old age 
156,618.

UNION WINS OVER 
STRIKE BREAKERS 


Meet Crowd of Imported Men Bound 
for Ziegler Mines an 


All but Seven Back. 


PAID THEM TWO DOLLARS EACH 


Miners Declare They Will Meet 
Every Train and Try Persua- 
sion on All Bands. 


Union miners persuaded 3% out of 42 men 
en route to Ziegler, IiL, via East 8t. Louis 
Friday night not to go and paid each of 
the 35 $2 for not going. 

The meeting of the men and the miners’ 
agents took place at the Relay depot, East 
St. Louis, about 8 o’clock. Leiter agents 
had hired the men in St. Louis and start- 
ed them for Zlegler in two special Illinois 
Central cars, guarded by 2 deputies. 

The train stopped at the Relay station to 
Change engines and the five union men 
at once opened on the imported workmen 
through the car windows. 

They explained that there was a strike at 
Ziegler and that théy would take the places 
of striking union men if they continued 
their journey. According to one of the 
union ‘‘persuaders,'’ the men on the car 
Said they understood they were going to 
work on a railroad and did not know there 
was a strike at the place for which they 
were bound. 

An old Hungarian in the party got $% 
He 4jd not 
seem to undérstand the request of the union 
men or display a willingness to go, eveh 
after the $2 was handed him. When the 
amount was doubled he joined the party 
at once. 

The union miners intend, they say, to 
watch every train from St. Louis bearing 
workmen for Ziegler, and to try persuasion 
on all the imported men. 

The deputies cannot forcibly prevent the 
union men from conversing with the men. 
They attempted to persuade the 42 men 
Friday not to listen to the miners, but they 
were forced to make the trip to Ziegler 
with only seven of their ofiginal band of 
forty-two.

Thirteen different tribes were represented 
in the second Anthropological athletic 
meet at the Stadium Friday afternoon. All 
the contestants performed in their native 
costumes, ‘which was a happy idea as 
gome of the events were especially adapted 
to certain styles of dress. 

This was particularly true of the mud 
fight of the Pygmies, which furnished the 
most amusing feature of the meet. Six 
Pygmies, three on a side, were armed with 
several heaps of nice, soft, sticky clay 
and at the starter’s signal, each side be- 
gan to pelt the other, keeping this up 
until one side was put to rout. 

The lHttle men fought hard until one of 
them was put out of commission, being al- 
most blinded by the ammunition. It was 
then three against two and the weaker 
gide was soon vanquished. 

Probably the most intereting event from 
an athiectic standpoint, was the mile run in 
which the following tribes were repre- 
sented: Ainus, Katfirs, Sioux, Pawnee, 
Crow, Maricabo, Cocopa Indians, Syrians, 
the Batatela tribe from the Congo and the 
Patagonians. Black White Bear, the Crow 
Indians, won the event, running the dis- 
tance in 6 minutes and 38 seconds. You- 
saguf Hana, a Syrian, came in second and 
a Kaffir, Latrouw by name, got third 


money. 

The pole-climbing event was captured by 
the N tos. They shinned up the fifty- 
foot pole in the fastest time, making the 
ascent in 20 and 2-5 seconds.
